TRY SOME FISH

days for the fishermen. It 
brings new fish to the markets, 
and the abundance of the com- 
moner varieties like haddock, 
halibut, cod and bluefish, means 
that prices are lower than ever 
right now. Pompano, mullet and 
Scuthern mackerel are among 
the latest fish to make their de- 
but. 
Crayfish 
In addition, a few markets are 
stlling the deciliousiy-fiavored 
little crayfish from tke South. 
The tails of these wity-looking 
little creatures can be used in 
any recipe calling for shrimp 
and are especially good when 
boiled, then drained and reheat- 
ed in a highly seasoned Creole 
sauce and served on a bed of 
boiled rice. Here is the recipe 
for the sauce: : 
Creolé Sauce 
Cook together for tex: minutes 
a cup and a half of canned to- 
matoes, one green pepper Sliced 
thin, one medium onion, sliced, 
che clove of garlic and half a 
cup af sliced. mushrooms.

“Jear Hamilton, only Ameri¢an 
cr in the French Foreign Le- 
fjon, It concerns the disappear- 
ance of General Fernatidéz,Syl- 
vestre, the “lost” leader of the 
1921 war on the -Riff, who is. bé- 
lieved by Spdin to have been 
held captive with his cfficers by 
dissident’ Moors, Lieut. Hamilton 
contends that General Sylvestre 
died in his fight with Abd: el 
Krim’s army. 

According to the American 
Legionnaire’s story, the French 
and Spanish detachments sent 
out to investigate the report that 
the General was in the hands of 
Moorish taskmasters in a re- 
mote part of Morocco learned 
cn good authority that Spain’s 
army chief had been killed in 
action. ; 

Abd el Kiim, self-styled Bm- 
peror of the Moors, at the head 
ct a redoubtable army of Riff 
warriors, ambushed a Spanish 
army of 21,000 men at Annoual, 
Spanish Morecco, in 1921. A 
massacre followed, but reports 
filtering through to Spain that 
General Sylvestre, the Spanish 
ccmmander, had been captured. 
The report also purported to 
show that some of his officers 
were also captured and were 
teken into the hinteriand to’ be 
held as slaves. 

The French authorities in Mo- 
1ccco placed little credénce in 
{lie legend from Spain. Some 
time ago, however, the Spanish 
Cicverament’ sent. an officer to 
collaborate with French officers, 
designated by’ Lucient Saint, 
French President General of 
Morocco, to sift the truth of the 
rumor. 

Lieut. Hamilton, a native of 
Waterbury, Conn,, and himself a 
soldier in the French Foreign 
Legion for the past twelve years: 
who was among those assigned 
t* investigate, asserts the mis-« 
sion was comvinced the General 
and his officers were killed. 

% * » 

REDENCE was attached to 
~” the report of the General’s 
cspture when, after the encoun- 
ter in the desert with the fierce 
nomad warriors, General Sylves- 
tre’s son went to search for his 
father’s body. The *podies could 
not be found, and so young Syl- 
vestre informed tné ‘Spanish 
Government he -beliéved: his fa- 
ther and the missing officers had 
been taken prisoners. 

The mystery of General Syl- 
vestre’s disappearance was used 
by anti-monarchists in. Spain as 
Propaganda against General Be- 
renguer, then Spanish High 
Commissioner in’ Moroeco, and 
the now exiled King Alfonso as 
well. They claimed the advance 
into the Riff by the Spanish 
column should never have been 
sanctioned. Public opinion in 
Spain was said to have become 
so droused that the affair played 
an important part in the over=: 
throw of ‘the monareny. 

Two years after Alfonsd’s 
flight, Spanish opinion now is 
assured that the hero of the Riff 
campaign is not held as hostage, 
but died in battle with his men. 

Lieut. Hamilton, however, does 
not clear up what did happen: to 
the bodies of the missing leader 
and his officers. He tnsists,- how- 
ever, that officials in Morocco 
kad never attached much im- 
portance to rumors after official 
accounts, of the battle. Every ef- 
fort was made, howéver, to give 
Satisfaction to disquieted public 
opinion in Spain.
